THE FRENCH WHEAT PURCHASE 
The new Government of France is to 
carry out the undertaking of its prede- 
|| cessor to buy an indefinite quantity of 
1} Canadian wheat, estimated at from fif- 
teen to twenty m/llion bushels. 
That is a small part of the surplus 
| Canada has to dispose of, equivalent to 
the shipments during four or five weeks 


at the present rate of export movement, 

If a half dozen countries could be got to 
| take each a corresponding amount, in ad- 
| dition to their usual purchases, the effect 
| would be appreciable. 
| What France is to get in return for the 
preference thus given to Canadian gra‘n 
| has not been announced. That there will 
| be a “quid pro quo” may be assumed, for 
France is not in the habit of distributing 
| ,trade favors gratis. 
} The favor in this case is of course no 
more than the agreement to buy Canadian 
wheat instead of wheat from some other 
country. The price pa‘d will be the going 
market price, nothing more. If the Cana- 
| dian grower was allowed to get what the 
| French consumer will pay for the wheat— 
upwards of two dollars a bushel—that 
would be a real windfall. The “spread” 
will presumably go into the French treas- 
ury; which suggests that the Government 
of the republic was not thinking only of 
Canada or the Canadian grower when it 
made the cancession, 


UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES 


| The Dominion Minister of Labor esti- 
} mates that there are now about 300,000 
|| persons in Canada who are without em- 
Jloyment and need it. The calculation is 
based, so far as possible, upon figures 
compiled by the bureau of statistics, and 
may be taken as being reasonably near 
the mark, 

Those who are d'sposed to think this 
is an appalling state of affairs should get 
hold of a copy of a magazine or one of the 
larger newspapers published in the United 
States, and note the representations there- 
n made of the extent of unemploy- 
ment in the republic. Almost any recent 
| number of any widely known magazine or 
|| newspaper will do for the purpose, for the 
| evil there is nation-w de, and is recognized 
| everywhere to have passed the point where 

it could be ignored. 

The city of Detroit alone is said to 
have an army of 100,000 men who cannot 
find work; and a half dozen cities on that 
side of the border could be picked out 
whose unemployed outnumber those in the 
whole Domin‘on. 

That does not abolish the fact that 
here is a serious amount of unemploy- 
ment in Canada, But it does explode any 
notion that a stroke of government policy 

| could have saved the Dominion from the 
influence of world conditions. And it 
shows that Canada’s unemployment prob- 
lem is relativély a much smaller problem 
than that which confronts the ne ghbor- 
ing country, 


ONE WAY TO HELP 


This would be an excellent time for 
the provincial legislature to abolish the 
supplementary revenue tax. This is a di- 
rect tax levied by the province upon the 
iaxpayers of the municipalities, and 
| which the municipal councils are com- 

pelled to collect. Last year $1,019,211 
| were taken out of the pockets of the muni- 
| cipal taxpayers by this impost, municipal 
| taxation being ostensibly increased by 

that sum, and the money available for 
| carrying on business reduced by that 
| amount. 

These are times when tax burdens 
should be lightened where that can be done 
without seriously unbalancing public fi- 
nances. Ignoring the net earnings of the 
provincial telephone system, the province 
had a surplus last year, amounting to 
| $400,000 more than the proceeds drawn 
from the supplementary revenue tax. This 
income could therefore be spared without 
serious results to the provincial treasury. 

The municipalities are not by any 
means so fortunately situated as the pro- 
vince. Their sources of revenue are limit- 
ed in number, The bulk of their revenue 
is drawn from sources which immediately 
reflect a slackening of general prosperity. 
If the provincial tax were abolished, the 
municipalities could raise their levies by 
a corresponding sum without increasing 
: the taxbills of their residents by a cent. 
That extra million dollars, distributed 
among the municipalities, would streng- 
then these organizations to deal with the 
adverse conditions which have been 
thrust upon them.

AKLAVIK TO ARGENTINE 


Aklavik may not have much business 
to transact with Buenos Aires. But if 
there are any such transactions the 
in future be carried on expeditiously by 
air mail. 

The linking up of Mabe my and St. 
Paul a few days ago closed the last gap in 
an air mail route extending from beyond 
the Arctic Circle to the cap'tal of the Ar- 
gentine. That must be considerably the 
longest regularly operated air mail service 
in the world. 

Plans are already in the making to 
operate mail planes from a point along the 
lower Mackenzie to Dawson City and 
points in Alaska, with a suggestion that 
the service may be extended across Beh- 
ring Strait into Siberia and south to Japan 
and China. That will not happen this 
year, but it may come sooner tharr the 
skeptics think. 

Canada and the. United States are 
taking a lively interest now in the develop- 
ment of trade with the countries beyond 
the Pacific. With money, business abil- 
ity and enterprise at one end of the route 
and a possible market at the other, it 
takes more blind faith to think that air 
mail to China will not happen than that it 
will. 

Meantime; Edmonton is on the new air 
highway from the east and the south to 
the lately “remote” trading station near 
the mouth of the great northern water- 
way, and in position to share in the 
quickening and enlargement of trade that 

| may result. It will benefit still more 
largely should the northern service be 
| extended a few years hence into a trans- 
Pacific service, connecting the wheat 


fields of the Canadian prairies with the 
teeming millions in China who are learn- 
ing to eat wheat products. 


40 Years Ago Today

Last week the tie contracts for the C. and E, rail- 
way north of Red Deer were cut down by 85 000 ties.

The Duke D’Aguillon was certainly one of the 
most pathetic figures among the emigres from France 
who sought refuge in England after the downfall of 
the Assembly.

Kelly, a noted musician 
of the day, also a theatre mafiager, One day the 
Duke called on Kelly. 

“My dear Kelly,” he said, “I'am under many ob- 
ligations to you for your hospitality, but, though under 
a cloud and laboring under nisfortunes, I cannot for- 
get that I am the Duke D'Aguillons ard cannot there- 
fore stoop to borrow or beg from mortal; however, I 
must confess that I am down to my last shilling. Can- 
not You get me music to copy for your theatres upon 
the same terms you would allow any copyist who was 
a@ stranger to you? I am used to deprivations, my 
wants ge few. A single bedroom and a bit of food is 
all I require and if you grant my request you will give 
me the hgh gratifica ion of earning my morsel by the 
work of my own hands.” 

Kelly was delighted to comply. The Duke was a 
talented amateur musician and had studied under 
Viatti. Thenceforth the Duke rose at daybreak to 
do his work. After laboring all day he went full- 
dressed to the opera at night. No one seeing him 
there would have suspected him of being a drudge of 
a@ copyist, 

Only one possession did he retain This was a 
Danish dog But he was no: allowed very long to 
keep even this old friend) The English alien office 
ordered the Duke to quit the country. He returned 
to the con inent, and, being unable to take his pet 
with him, left him in Kelly's care. 

On the continent D'Aguillon was caught and con- 
demned to death, Back in England his dog pined, 
refused nourishment, and finally died.

, It is in part a sociable occupation, 
though the smoker may smoke as 
much when alone, Until recently it 
was a masculine indulgence, The 
readiness with which women take to 
cigarettes shows the strong play of 
custom. The pipe and the cigar 
are still the man's privilege.

Magoon of Edmonton, was the ex- 
tremely difficult one of corelating the 
activities in the new building with 
those taking place in the other sec- 
tion of the plant and at the same 
time placing the great number of ma- 
chines and other equipment in the 
most advantageous arrangement; both | 
from the standpoint of efficient and 
economical processing and continuity 
with already established departments 
Traffic and layout studies common to) 
industrial planning therefore offered 
more than ordinary difficulties, but 
were most successfully met, 
NO INTERRUPTION 
No interruption to the production 
of the newspaper took place even when | 
all the stereotyping machines and 
casting equipment were moved from} 
their old ground floor to their new| 
second floor location, This is re-) 
markable when it is considered that

Sociologist Says Alarm 
Should be Felt Over 
Modern Trend

MADISON, Wis. Feb. 5.--Steady 
rise in the divorcee rate of the United 
States can be halted only by alarming 


of marritge, Dr. Edward Alsworth 
Ross, University of Wisconsin sociolo- 
gist, declared in an interview here. 

The increase in percentage of di- 
vorces “is not due to the fact that! 
there are divorces when there 1s no} 
need of them, but that there are} 
marriages when they are not advis- 
able,” the noted sociologist said. 

Dr. Ross is the author of books 
based on sociological studies in the 
United States, China, Panama, Rus- 
sia and other countries, He believes 
that the increase in divorces fs di- 
rectly related to “the very marked in-| 
dividualism of our age.” 

“One method of combatting the 
problem may start in the home with) 
the education of children to the fact 
that marriage should be “f6r keeps,” 
he said, “Present unhappy or poorly 
made marriages cannot be remedied, | 
but failure of future marriages can 
be guarded against. When young! 
people have been properly impressed 
with the responsibility of marriage 
and the sanctity of the ceremony, &@ 
big step will have been taken toward 
this « .d, 

“If divorces were made impossible, 
adultery and infidelity would noly 
become more prevalent, Couples would 
not live together when they arrived at 
the point where they wished a divorce, 
and bigamy would become more com- 
mon.” 

Dr. Ross cited that a student in) 
one of his seminars at Stanford uni- 
versity in 1897 found numerous cases 
of couples meeting in boarding houses 
and marrying within a week. This 
prompted the suggestion that a cer- 
tain period of time be required be- 
tween issuance of the marriage li-) 
cense and culmination of the cere-| 
mony. 

Such laws exist now in several) 
states and tend to limit divorces, he 
explained, Wisconsin's law of this 
type was first introduced by Dr. Ross 
in the legislature fifteen years #go, 
but was not adopted immediately.

In addition it would make 
for efficiency, as only the most effi- 
cient would be encouraged by the 
prospect of loans to become teachers 

“And,” he said, “the ma‘adjustment 
of supply ond demand—the greatest 
evil in the world today—could be 
partially remedied at least in respect 
to the supply of teachers in Alberta.” 

Much had been heard recently con- 
cerning the excess of teachers in the 
province. Many remedies had been 
suggested, such as the withdrawal of 
loans; a minimum grade 12 standing 
for Normal entrance and a normal 
term of two years 
might or might not have much value 
in the light of existing conditions, 
but the factor remained that at 
present there were more teachers 
than there were class rooms and he 
felt that the plan he urged was, the 
best one to remedy the situation 
VITAL SUBJECT

cation as upon it rested the very 
existence of economic structure,
